That erash you heard yester- 
day afternoon was the monkey- 
wrench landing in the Big Four 
foreign ministers’ council in 
Paris. 

The Big Four have slipped 
speedily back into their old po- 
sition of opposition Russia 
versus America, Britain and 
France, The difficulty, as an- 
ticipated, is the matter of set- 
tling Germany's future. 

When the council assembled 
Monday, after a lapse of a year 
and a half since the Russians 
walked out of the last session, 
there was the outward atmo- 
sphere of a love feast. 

ihe Western powers had en- 
tered the meeting determined 
to carry through the estab- 
lishment of a federal republic 
in their zones of Germany, and 
hoping to persuade Russia to 
bring the eastern zone into this 
government. They were aim- 
ing fer a united Germany—un- 
der Allied supervision. 

When Russia’s Vishinsky was 
called on yesterday to _ state 
Russia's position he accused 
the western powers of depart- 
ing from the principles laid 
down in the Allied pact made 
at Potsdam just after the end 
of the European lighting. He 
called for restoration of four- 
power control and_ establish- 
ment of a German state council 
with economic and administra- 
tive funetions. 

This would mean a return to 
the original controls on Ger- 
many and would do away with 
the newly created German Re- 
public.

This southwest oe town of 
some 70,000, without a profession- 
al baseball team, is staking claim 
to the title of “Softball Hotbed 
of the Midlands.” 

More than 1,900 men, boys and 
girls representing 130 teams are 
competing in the Springfield Soft- 
ball Association league races this 
summer. 

The city has three  flood- 
lighted diamonds and is_ per- 
mitted use of the O’Reilly Vet- 
erans’ Hospital grounds for its 
softball program. Even so, the 
schedule is crammed with as 
many as four games a night 
per diamond in order to give 
each team a chance to play 
each week. 

Softball was introduced _ to 
Springfield in 1935 when a twi- 
light league was formed by six 
churches. The sport caught on 
quickly, resulting in the city asso- 
ciation which now works in co- 
operation with the city park 
board. 

The association operates on 
funds derived from a district tour- 
nament, players’ membership dues 
and forfeit fees. 

Gate receipts—and the freight 
has remained as 5 cents for chil- 
dren and 14 cents for adults 
through the years—go to the ciy 
park board. Both the association 
and the park board have turned 
the money back into improve- 
ments of softball facilfties. 

‘Springfield has won two state 
softball titles and last year 
its “Caseys” finished fourth 
in the national tournament at 
Portland, Ore.
